“And Sudden Death,"’ urges that minimum speed laws be added 
to traffic regulation.’’

Discussing the menace of the slow-moving vehicle in the 
current Cosmopolitan magazine, this expert points out that 
“since many accidents sparked by slowpoking do not involve 
the slowpoke himself, he may not appear in the official accident 
statistics. 

“The exasperated driver behind, who boils over, tries too 
risky a pass and gets into a side-swipe or head-on collision, 
receives official blame - as he should. Yet if the slow poke 
had not been cluttering up the highway, that foolish pass would 
never have been tried.’’ 


As a solution, the author recommends that all states adopt 
laws such as New Jersey’s which require drivers to operate 
‘fat a careful and prudent speed, not greater nor less than is 
reasonable and proper.’’ 


Furnas acknowledges that the answer to the slow truck prob- 
lem is not so simple. He says that, ‘‘heavy over-the-road rigs 
doomed to slowness uphill have become crucial cogs in the 
American economic machine. To handicap their operations would 
cripple the nation, but regulation could discourage the more 
flagrant sins.’’ 

The expert concludes that ‘‘the world of cars and highways 
must make up its mind that, contrary to older ideas, slowness 
is not necessarily safer nor speed, as such, dangerous.’’

And 
they are right. Appeasement could 
perhaps buy peace. But they 
should realize that peace is not 
merely the absence of war. There 
is peace in Russia, in Czecho- 
slovakia, in Poland - if peace is 
the opposite of war. But it is not 
peace alone that we should be 
concerned with. Peace without 
the right to work, to criticize, to 
eat, except by government decree, 
is slavery. Once we give in to 
Russia, there can be no second 
try. There is no referee to call 
off the fight and give us a second 
chance. Neither is there peace. 


Great Britain and France once 


tried appeasement. Their desire 
for peace was so strong that they 
bent their efforts not to prevent 
aggression but to avoid war. For 
there is a vast difference. And 
they decided that if war should 
come, they would stay out at any 
cost. They nearly went down for 
the final count, when their very 
appeasement brought war to their 
doors. 


In late 1937 Hitler called a 
meeting of his political-and mili- 
tary leaders to discuss the future 
of Germany.

Chamberlain believed he could 
‘edo business with Hitler,’ and 
sent Lord Halifax to commence 
the policy of appeasement. That 
worthy gentleman was told by 
Goering that Germany considered 
as essential policy the incorpora- 
tion into the Reich of Austria, 
the German-inhabited part of 
Czechoslovakia called the Sude- 
tenland, and the German part of 
Poland. Halifax replied that Eng- 
land wished to have all questions 
affecting Germany and her neigh- 
bors settled by peaceful means. 
That would depend very much upon 
England, replied Goering. ‘‘Ger 
many does not wish to go to war 
on these issues, but they must be 
settled in all circumstances.”’ 


And The Blackmail Starts 


Chamberlain was apparently 
pleased with Halifax’s meetings 
with Goering and Hitler, for he 
recorded, ‘‘I don’t see why we 
shouldn’t say to Germany, ‘give 
us satisfactory assurances that 
you won't use force to deal with 
the Austrians and Czechoslovak- 
ians and we won’t use force to 
prevent the changes you want, if 
you get them by peaceful means’.’’ 

That was the end of November 
1937. On March 3, 1938, British 
Ambassador Henderson told Hit- 
ler that Britain in effect washed 
her hands of Austria, provided 
the outcome could be designated 
a ‘reasonable solution reasonably 
achieved.’? On March 12 German 
troops crossed the border to ‘‘pre- 
serve order.’? in Austria. That 
night the government buildings 
were seized in Vienna to the 
strains of ‘Today we have all 
Germany, tomorrow we have the 
world,’ 

But perhaps the rest of Eur- 
ope didn’t choose to hear those 
fateful words.’’
